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Carer got 
£28,000 
in false 
benefits 

A BENEFITS cheat claimed 
almost £28,000 of taxpayers’ 
money by saying that she 
was so disabled she needed 
care - despite actually being 
a carer herself in Hale¬ 
sowen, a court has heard. 

Tina Potter pleaded guilty 
to dishonestly claiming 
£27,982 in disability bene¬ 
fits from the Department of 
Work and Pensions (DWP) 
despite working at the Ever- 
ley Home For The Elderly, 
Lyde Green. 

Mrs Kelly Crowe, prose¬ 
cuting,told Sandwell Magis¬ 
trates Court on Tuesday 
that Potter made false 
claims from August 2008 
until December 2012 while 
she was a senior in charge. 

“But she claimed she was 
immobile or almost immo¬ 
bile and that needed help 
from a person each night 
and needed help from 
another person throughout 
the day,” Mrs Kelly said. 

The DWP launched an 
investigation and the 50- 
year-old, of Meadow Walk, 
Cradley Heath, was charged 
with two counts of dishon¬ 
estly making a false state¬ 
ment to obtain a benefit. 

Mr Darryl Foster, defend¬ 
ing, said: “Mrs Potter is an 
ill woman who was formally 
diagnosed with a condition 
in 2010. She was told by her 
doctor that the more she did 
the less impact she would 
have. That is why she con¬ 
tinued working.” 

Sentencing was adjourn¬ 
ed until November 25.

NOTHING RULED 
OUT FROM CUTS 


THE cabinet of Dudley Council was 
meeting this week to see where 
savings can be made after an extra 
£32 million worth of cuts, which will 
see jobs axed and car park charges 
rise, were announced last week. 


Council leader David 
Sparks has warned that 
everything will be looked at. 

And he said council tax - 
which has remained frozen 
for the past three years - will 
be reviewed, adding he could 
not rule out a rise. 

Bosses will need to make 
the extra cuts on top of an 
initially-predicted £26m 
amount set earlier this year 
following a huge drop in 
Government funding. 

The council had already 
planned for up to 334 job 
losses by 2017, as well as 
major cuts to its children’s 
services, museums and high¬ 
ways expenditure - but 
Councillor Sparks warned 
more savings must be found. 

Slump 

He said officers will be 
looking ‘at everything’ in a 
bid to fill the massive short¬ 
fall, which he says has been 
caused by the slump in Gov¬ 
ernment funding. Funding 
is predicted to fall from 
£74m next year to £40m in 
three years. 

Car park charges are also 
set to rise over the next 
three years to help generate 
much-needed income. They 
could go up by 10 per cent, 
following on from a 20 per 
cent rise in May this year. 

Councillor Sparks said: 
“Services will need to be cut 
back further and clearly 
there will need to be a reduc¬ 
tion in the workforce. 

“We will do everything we 
can to avoid compulsory 
redundancies, but we cannot 
guarantee everyone’s jobs 
when we have such a 
funding gap proposed by this 
Government. The whole

system of funding local gov¬ 
ernment will need to be 
reviewed. It is in crisis.” 

Asked what his message 
for the residents in Dudley 
was, he said: “My intention 
as the leader of this council 
is to maintain the fabric and 
framework of the council, 
but I accept that we will 
need to find new ways of pro¬ 
viding services and we are 
now considering our 
options. My message is that 
Dudley Council is always 
doing the best it can in diffi¬ 
cult circumstances.” 

Government funding 
comes in the form of a 
Revenue Support Grant. 
The council’s predicted 
grant was calculated last 
month and the budgets 
amended to show a new 
£32m shortfall at the end of 
the next three years. 

A budget had already been 
proposed for the next three 
years with savings of £9m in 
2014/15, moving up to £18m 
by 2015/16 and £26m by 
2016/17. 

This will go back to the 
cabinet this week for the 
required extra savings to be 
considered. Members will be 
asked to agree to a voluntary 
redundancy programme for 
next year. 

Department directors met 
staff and union representa¬ 
tives last week to present the 
situation. 

Opposition Conservative 
group leader, Councillor 
Patrick Harley, said the 
council had to become 
‘radical’ over cuts.

Revamped college opens outdoor gym

HALESOWEN College has opened an 
outdoor gym as part of a £20 million 
transformation of its campus. 

It has invested £60,000 in the facility 
and 10-stage fitness trail at the site in 
Whittingham Road. 

Bosses have been working to replace 
the outdated 1960s buildings and offer 
a wider range of modern facilities. 

The gym is used by students on sport 
and public services courses during 
lessons but is also available for use on 
week days. 

College team leader for outdoor 
activities and sport, Tim Bosley, said: 
“This is a great new facility at the 


college, which is accessible to all. It will 
help students learn more and keep up 
their own fitness levels.” 

The first phase of the redevelopment 
project was completed in 2009, with 
the construction of a modern refectory 
and classrooms for health social care 
known as Block Eight. 

Learning 

Since then Block Nine, housing 
science laboratories and IT suites, has 
been completed along with Block 10, 
which has facilities for students learn¬ 
ing courses ranging from animal care 
to travel and tourism. It also has new 


facilities for those with learning diffi¬ 
culties. 

Block 11 is due to open next year and 
will offer facilities, including learning 
resources, a coffee shop and staff 
centre. 

Bosses will showcase the campus at 
open events, from 6-9pm on November 
8, and 10am until 4pm on November 9. 

Principal Keith Bate said: “Our open 
days are always extremely popular, 
which is why we have added Friday 
evening this year, giving even greater 
opportunity for potential students to 
come and have a look around.” 


Threat to 
£ 200,000 
overhaul 
of eaterie 

A £200,000 revamp of a 
McDonald’s, which would 
create 20 jobs, is under 
threat after planning per¬ 
mission was turned down. 

Bosses want to create a 
dual lane drive thru and 
overhaul the car park at the 
site in Bromsgrove Road, 
Halesowen. 

They say the scheme 
would reduce waiting times 
for customers and help to 
cut noise and congestion. 

But planners at Dudley 
Council have refused their 
first application, saying the 
fast food giant has failed to 
provide enough information 
on how noise levels would 
decrease and how the new 
layout would work. 

McDonald’s said it would 
work with the council so that 
the application could be re¬ 
submitted later. 

A planning statement 
submitted by McDonald’s 
said there would be a car 
park extension to accommo¬ 
date the drive thru layout, 
which would involve an 
additional order point. 

The plans show the single 
lane traffic would split to 
provide a second lane so that 
side-by-side order points 
would be created. 

Two residents in nearby 
Grange Road had objected to 
the plans fearing an increase 
in noise and litter. One 
wrote: “The current situa¬ 
tion is already noisy from car 
doors banging, motorbike 
engines being revved and 
loud shouting and music.”

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Love-row man jailed for stab attack 


A SPURNED lover who stabbed a bystander 
during a heated argument with his former 
partner has been jailed for four-and-a-half years. 

Steve Jones was holding a door open for the 
woman when violence flared outside the flats 
where both lived, a judge heard. Jordan Kerr, was 
outside the building in Lower Derry Street, Brier- 
ley Hill, when she returned in the early hours, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court was told. He had 
gone there with a knife to damage her car, Mr 
Darron Whitehead, prosecuting, said. Kerr, aged 
29, had believed she was seeing another man fol¬ 


lowing the break-up. She had phoned ahead to 
ask neighbour Mr Jones to open the communal 
door to the flats because it did not have a buzzer, 
the court heard. Mr Whitehead said: “Mr Jones 
was not involved in any way. He was merely 
standing there to let the woman into the building 
when the defendant walked up and punched him 
full in the mouth. The men then started fight¬ 
ing.” 

Kerr, who had been drinking heavily, told 
police: “He was getting the better of me and I 
stabbed him. I picked up the knife because I 


wanted to damage her car.” Mr Neil Skinner, 
defending, said: “He started the fight but was 
punched 30 times and retaliated with the knife. It 
was a totally unnecessary incident.” 

Mr Jones, who was also bitten on the face, told 
police: “When we stopped fighting we said ‘what 
the hell was all that about?’ and shook hands. 
Then I realised I had been stabbed.” There was a 
lcm cut to his abdomen and he was taken to hos¬ 
pital after the January 27 attack. 

Kerr, of Ladywood, Birmingham, admitted 
wounding with intent.

Staff fear for jobs when spending axe falls

DUDLEY council staff are ‘very afraid for 
their jobs’ after £32million cuts were 
announced in the borough, say union chiefs. 

Borough bosses revealed last week that 
they need to make the savings on top of an 
initially-predicted £26m over the next three 
years after its Government funding was 
slashed. 

Under the initial plan to save £26m, the 
council had proposed up to 334 job losses by 
2017 but it is now feared that many more 
could be at risk. Andrew Maybury, secretary 
of the Dudley branch of Unison, said: “We 
have got serious concerns for our members’ 


jobs and serious concerns for the services 
that they provide and, whilst we would 
prefer voluntary redundancies as opposed to 
compulsory redundancies, we have still got 
concerns that this would mean a reduction 
in the levels of service for people living in 
Dudley. 

“People are very afraid for their jobs and 
feel insecure about what is going to happen 
to them in the future. 

“These are people who have families and 
people have to plan for the future and pay 
their mortgages which they can’t if they are 
uncertain about what is going to happen. 


“We will provide support for our members 
in the comings weeks but it is not easy at this 
stage to say where these extras cuts will 
come and whether our members will be 
affected.” 

Council bosses have said officers will be 
looking ‘at everything’ in a bid to fill the 
massive shortfall in cash. 

Suffered 

Among the savings already identified are 
cuts to street cleaning, which will see resi¬ 
dents being encouraged to hold their own 
litter picks, and plans to shorten the collec¬ 


tion period for green waste to save £100,000. 

Dudley Performing Arts has suffered a cut 
to its funding in 2013/14 of £178,000, which 
has led to staff being warned of a redun¬ 
dancy risk. 

Residents spoke out over which services 
they would like to see escape the cuts. 

Joan Buffey, aged 79, of Broadway in 
Norton, said: “I think the parks are impor¬ 
tant - it is something people take great pride 
in when living in this area. ” 

Reginald Griffith, 65, of West Street in 
Stourbridge, said: “The roads around here 
are already terrible, and the footpaths.” 


Council warning that cuts 
will soon have big impact 


TAXPAYERS in Dudley have been given a 
stark warning to expect more cuts to services 
as the authority struggles to balance its 
books in the face of Government cutbacks.

Council bosses had 
already drawn up a tough 
package of savings totalling 
around £26 million for the 
next three years. 

But now council leaders 
have revealed they will have 
to find up to a further £32 
million of savings on top of 
what they had already 
planned. 

Stark warnings were laid 
out in the budget report set 
to go before council cabinet 
members yesterday 

(Wednesday). 

Dudley borough has 
already been stung by a £3m 
overspend on budgets for 
looking after children in 
care this year. 

Officials say that the 
rising demand for services 
from social care has led to 
pressures on children’s 
social care workloads 
forcing them to spend more 
to maintain standards. 

Rapid 

Other pressures predicted 
include spending more 
caring for adults with learn¬ 
ing disabilities and demen¬ 
tia and an increase in tax 
paid out on waste going to 
landfill, which will top 
£350,000 within three years. 

Rapid revisions by council 
finance officials have 
already started to take 
shape since the Chancellor’s 
March budget delivered a 
blow to local authorities. 

Grants from Government 
are being cut deeper than 
Dudley Council officials 
originally assumed - leading 
to hastily redrawn proposals 
and a fresh consultation 
with residents. Next year’s 


grants will reduce by 
£16.9m, which is around two 
per cent more than the 
authority had predicted. 

They forecast that the 
revenue support grant,- 
which is cash given from 
central Government to pay 
towards council services, 
will fall sharply in the next 
three years. 

Council finance chiefs cal¬ 
culated that the grants will 
fall from £73.6m in 2014/15 
to £40.2m in 2016/17, 
forcing a rethink on the 
scope of significant cuts. 

Officials say spending on 
council services will fall by 
£3m over the next three 
years from £245m in 
2014/15 to £242m by 
2016/17. 

But Dudley Council’s total 
resources are predicted to 
plummet from £237.8m in 
2014/15 to around £210m 
over three years. 

Officials claim this will 
create a funding deficit gap 
of £32m, leading to fears 
that they will find savings to 
match the startling figure. 

Fresh cuts to make up the 
shortfall have yet to be out¬ 
lined by the authority but 
finance boss Councillor Pete 
Lowe has promised to ‘leave 
no stone unturned’ in 
looking to find ways of 
making savings and deliver¬ 
ing services. 

A total of £270,000 will be 
cut from maintenance of 
parks, open spaces and 
verges and there will also be 
less road and path mainte¬ 
nance.

A NEPHEW whose uncle was killed during a brawl after the pair 
attacked another man at his Halesowen home has avoided an imme¬ 
diate jail term for his part in the trouble. Mitchell While and his uncle 
David Carpenter had attacked Ian Swinburne at his home in Graham 
Road, on February 3, Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 


Mr Swinburne had stabbed Carpenter to 
death in self defence during the brawl. He 
was originally charged with murder, but the 
Crown Prosecution Service dropped it. 

Mr Nicholas Burn, prosecuting, told the 
court that Mr Carpenter had been in a rela¬ 
tionship with Nicola Bennett, but it had 
ended around last Christmas. 

“The deceased had discovered that Nicola 
Bennett was seeing Mr Swinburne, and that 
Mr Swinburne had moved in,” Mr Burn 
said. The court heard that on February 3 
there had been ‘heated’ telephone conversa¬ 
tions between Mr Carpenter and Miss 
Bennett, and in the end Mr Swinburne had 
become involved. 

Mr Burn said there was tension between 
the two parties, and at around 9pm While 
and Mr Carpenter decided to travel in a taxi 
to Mr Swinburne and Miss Bennett’s home. 

He said: “The two men started banging on 
the door of the house. The lady of the house 
decided then to contact the police.” 

The men then forced their way into the 
house. The court heard how the fight spilled 
towards the conservatory area, at which 
point Mr Swinburne grabbed the bread 
knife which was on the side in the kitchen. 

Mr Burn said: “The men were engaged in 
significant violence and it’s clear during the 
course of the struggle that the knife was 
used to inflict injuries, which the crown 
prosecution service accepts is equivalent to 
self defence.” 

Reading from Miss Bennett’s statement, 
Mr Burn added: “Ian looked absolutely pet¬ 
rified. I felt they were going to kill us. “I was

so scared I thought I was going to die.” The 
court heard it was during the struggle that 
While punched and bit Mr Swinburne. 

While aged 29, of Bodenham Road, Brand- 
hall, Oldbury, pleaded guilty to using threat¬ 
ening words and behaviour and common 
assault. His lawyer said his client’s life had 
‘changed forever’. Judge Robin Onions told 
While he had the opportunity to stop his 
uncle, and said: “You knew what was in his 
mind, you knew he was bent on violence and 
you went with him.” 

He gave him a four months prison term 
suspended for 18 months, supervision for 12 
months which includes an alcohol treat¬ 
ment requirement. He was also ordered to 
complete 150 hours of unpaid work, pay 
£350 compensation and £350 costs.

THERE was the usual weather 
warning on the BBC Midlands 
news on Monday morning, after 
the region was hit by a bit of wind 
and a few hours of rain.

As 
opposed to all the people who 
head out at 7am on a wet 
October morning because they 
fancy a drive? 

The only reason anybody goes 
out in the rush hour is because 
they have to, and the BBC and 
Met Office should just come 
clean, and say exactly what they 
mean. Which is: “If you work in 
certain public sector jobs, you 
can take the day off.” 

FIGHTING back from accusa¬ 
tions that Wolverhampton is a 
city in decline, town planners 
unveiled their latest vision for the 
Princess Street area. Which 
looks remarkably like Princess 
Street does now, only with a 
traffic ban. 

So let's get this right. The best 
way to bring people into our ailing 
towns and cities is by making 
them more difficult to get to. 

And there was me thinking that 
the reason why shoppers are 
flocking to out-of-town retail 
parks is because people can 
drive right up to the shops, and 
stay for as long as they want, 
without fear of being hassled by 
zealous officials in ridiculous uni¬ 
forms. 

Well here’s a mad suggestion. 
Why don’t our town planners take 
a leaf out of the out-of-town 
centres, and try making it easier 
for motorists? 

For example, instead of pedes- 
trianising Princess Street, why 
don’t they get rid of some of the 
wide footpaths, and create a few 
extra spaces where people can 
park outside the shops? 

And why not create a bit of 
extra free, short-stay parking, in 
some of the existing pedestri¬ 
anised areas? For what it’s worth, 
I think some of the flak that 
Wolverhampton has been 
copping over the last few months 
is grossly unfair. 

More than that, I am a passion¬ 
ate supporter of our town 
centres, and think the trend 
towards out-of-town shopping is 
one of the most depressing and 
corrosive changes to our com¬ 
munities over the last 20 or so 
years. 

But when we have local author¬ 
ities who think the answer is to 
keep traffic away from our towns, 
it really is hard to see how they 
can fight back.

The long wait is over and now 
Tesco staff prepare to 
welcome the first customers, 
as LOUISE JEW found out 


IT HAS transformed the land¬ 
scape of a town centre. 

A crumbling multi-storey car park and 
ageing shopping centre have been con¬ 
signed to the past, and in their place this 
£50 million superstore now sits - the 
town’s most striking new landmark. 

Since the explosive demolition of the 
old car park in Bell Street, Stourbridge, 
and the start of the work to knock down 
the Crown Centre in April last year, con¬ 
tractors have made quick work of creat¬ 
ing the new building which can be seen by 
anyone driving along the ring road. 

Having started with a huge mound of 
rubble, they were soon building the foun¬ 
dations and putting in place the steel 
frame. 

Residents and visitors have eagerly 
watched as the Tesco Extra store in 
Stourbridge has taken shape with the 
work being heralded as the start of a new 
era for the town. 

Milestone 

As well as the supermarket, there are 
shop units which developers are busy 
trying to fill in a bid to bring more people 
into the town centre. 

And now another milestone in the 
project is about to be celebrated with the 
Tesco store getting ready to open today 
(Thursday). 

It is now a hive of activity as excited 
staff stock the shelves ready for their first 
customers. Light, bright, airy and 
modern, with wide walkways around the 
aisles and a travellator moving walkway 
from the two-storey underground car 
park to the main and mezzanine floors, 
the Stourbridge shop is set to open next. 

Linked into the redeveloped Crown 
Centre, housing the Town Hall and 
Stourbridge Library, shoppers have 


recently been able to sneak a glimpse of 
what is to come through the atrium 
entrance off the clock square. 

The Tesco cafe - with a large purple 
wall decorated with images of local land¬ 
marks, the Town Hall, King Edward VI 
sixth form college, the old public library, 
Stourbridge Lion steam locomotive 
makers Foster, Rastrick and Co and the 
Red House glass cone - is in the atrium. 

Step through into the store itself and 
the aisles are abuzz, as the 350 new staff 
-just under a third of them taken off the 
dole to carve out new careers with the 
supermarket giant - stack shelves with 


non-perishable goods. Bakers are 
testing out their ovens, sending the 
aroma of freshly cooked bread and cakes 
around the cavernous, 65,000 sq ft 
store. 

Nineteen tills and 10 self-service 
checkouts are ready to take customers’ 
cash - and customer service manager 
Jane Bannister, aged 45, of Cross Street, 
Kingswinford, has already been forging 
links with local community groups, 
including the police and the Street 
Pastors. 

The characters that townspeople will 
come to know as they shop there are 


eager to tell their stories. For 19-year-old 
Shaun Peace it is his first ever job - and 
he is ‘delighted and very proud’ after pre¬ 
viously being ‘rejected’ by Asda and 
Argos. 

He has a new word in his vocabulary - 
‘rumbling’, which means organising the 
products and helping customers - as he 
immerses himself in his role as customer 
assistant in the dairy department. 

“I had been on Jobseekers’ Allowance 
for a year and was very frustrated,” said 
Shaun, of Witley Avenue, Halesowen. 

“I love my new uniform and, with it 
being such a well-established company, it 
gives me the step I need to progress 
maybe to a team leader or manager one 
day.”

Work to restore beauty 
spot canal gets started 


RESTORATION work on a canal 
embankment to help preserve it 
for generations to come is 
getting under way at a Grade I 
listed beauty spot in Halesowen. 

Phased coppicing is taking place along 
the old Dudley No 2 canal at The Leasowes 
nature reserve. 

Engineers are working with wardens to 
advise them on the work, which will be done 
in sections, one third at a time, over the next 
two to three years. 

The coppicing, which is common practice 
in woodland management, will be include 
mature trees being crown reduced and one 
or two medium sized sycamore trees will be 
removed, as these are weed species and not 
native to the site. 

The remainder to be coppiced are thin 
saplings, although these will not be killed as 
the root systems will remain alive to help 
secure the soil structure inside the bank. 

The site’s management team will host a 
walk to explain about work taking place 
place and answer any questions. 

Opportunity 

Councillor Tracy Wood, cabinet member 
for environment and culture, said: “This is 
an opportunity for people with an interest 
in the future plans of The Leasowes to find 
out first hand about the essential works 
taking place along the canal and how the 
development will benefit the area.” 

The Leasowes is listed as Grade I on 
English Heritage’s register of parks and 
gardens of special historic interest in 
England. It was designed by poet William 
Shenstone. 

A £1.8 million renovation project started 
in 1998. A pool was also restored last year by 
the Friends of The Leasowes group after it 
received £5,500 from the Big Lottery Fund 
Awards for All. 

The walk will take place on Saturday 
starting at 10am. People should meet at the 
wardens’ base, The Leasowes car park, off 
Mucklow Hill. For more information call

THE defiant boss of legendary 
Dudley nightclub JB’s will carry 
on hosting functions despite 
having his appeal for plans to 
operate as a banqueting and con¬ 
ference centre thrown out. 

Now owners of the venue - who council 
chiefs say are operating outside planning 
guidelines - have vowed to remain open. 

The rock club, famed for launching the 
careers of bands and artists, was taken over 
by businessman Ramesh Ahir after it had 
entered administration in 2010. 

Mr Ahir reopened the venue, in Castle 
Hill, 12 months ago following a six-figure 
revamp to transform the club into a venue 
hosting wedding receptions and functions. 

But his plans for an expansion were scup¬ 
pered when a change-of-use application to 
allow the nightclub to be used for banquets 
and conferences was turned down by Dudley 
Council’s planning department in February. 

Mr Ahir also lost a subsequent appeal 
through the Planning Inspectorate in 
Bristol which agreed with concerns the club 
did not have use of its own car park. 

Bosses had hoped to use the Dudley Zoo 
pay and display car park behind the night¬ 
club used by patrons to JB’s previously. 

But zoo chief executive Peter Suddock 
ruled this out saying no agreement was in 
place and the car park was fenced off with 
limited opening hours. 

Mr Ahir has maintained the club would 
stay open to host functions - claiming previ¬ 
ous planning guidelines allowed them to 
hold a range of events. Councillor Judy 
Foster, said this would be investigated.

Students draw for peace

STUDENTS in Wollaston have lent 
their artistic skills to a project 
raising awareness of the impact of 
war by sketching pictures of doves. 

Dozens of children at Ridgewood 
High School drew the birds as part 
of former teacher Dorothy Claxton’s 
Doves for Peace campaign. 

The project has gained national 
appeal with support from UNICEF 
and has seen celebrities Stephen 
Fry, Sir Bob Geldof and Andy 
Murray also draw the doves. 

By getting world attention, Mrs 
Claxton hopes to raise the aware¬ 
ness of children affected by war, 
while also promoting peace. 

Mrs Claxton said: “Doves for 
Peace was established to raise 
awareness of the plight of the mil¬ 


lions of innocent children caught up 
in conflicts of war around the world. 

“I need lots of spontaneous 
sketches of doves from high profile 
people, many of whom may not be 
artists. 

“The drawings do not have to be 
polished works of art - it’s the 
taking part that counts. “ 

Stourbridge MP Margot James 
has also joined in by donating her 
picture of a dove. 

She said: “The Doves for Peace 
project is a fantastically creative 
way to raise awareness and money 
for children who are the victims of 
war and I was more than happy to 
lend my support to Dorothy’s initia¬ 
tive by drawing my own dove at 
Ridgewood High School.” 


PLANS to turn a former Victorian 
Methodist church in Old Hill into a 
mosque and community hub 
have been rejected due to con¬ 
cerns over a lack of parking. 

Almost 200 people had objected to the 
plans by the Old Hill Masjid and Commu¬ 
nity Group to change the use of the building 
in Halesowen Road. 

And at a meeting of Sandwell’s planning 
committee, members refused the applica¬ 
tion after a report from the borough’s high¬ 
ways department highlighted concerns that 
plans did not include sufficient parking at 
the site. 

The community group had wanted to 
transform the vacant building as its current 
base, in Highgate Road, is no longer big 
enough. 

Worried 

However, the application received 187 
written objections on grounds which 
included noise and disturbance, insufficient 
car parking and lack of consultation with 
the community on the proposal. 

The council’s head of highways has also 
objected saying the site did not make suit¬ 
able provision for off road car parking. 

Councillor Susan Downing, vice chair¬ 
man of Sandwell’s planning committee, 
said: “We decided to refuse the plan on the 
grounds laid out by officers in the report. 

“There were also objections from the 
owner of a neighbouring set of flats who was 
worried about the impact of the mosque on 
his properties.” 

The Victorian property has been vacant 
for two years.

SHE has run exercise classes for four 
decades and raised more than £115,000 for 
charity - and now Jean Hughes has been 
honoured by the Queen. 

Jean has been awarded the British 
Empire Medal in the Queen’s Birthday 
Honours for her dedication to the commu¬ 
nity and for her work raising money for 
charities. 

She was presented with the medal by 
Lord-Lieutenant Paul Chandrasekharan 
Sabapathy CBE at a ceremony at Wordsley 
Community Centre last, in front of friends 
and family. 

But she is not the first person in her 
family to receive a national accolade. She 
will join her daughter, Su Handford aged 53, 
who received a Queen’s Police Medal in 
2010, and her son-in-law Paul Handford, 55, 
who received an MBE in 2006. Both received 


the commendations for their long service 
with West Midlands Police, which between 
them totalled more than 60 years in the 
force. 

Su said: “She has always said it’s for the 
group and not just for herself but without 
her there wouldn’t be a group. 

“I was so proud when I heard I was going 
to receive my award from the Queen and I’m 
just as proud of my mum - it has been a long 
time coming. ” 

The 78-year-old has run her keep fit class 
at the centre in Wordsley Green for 41 years 
and currently has more than 100 women 
attending three classes each week. 

Mrs Hughes, who lives with husband Ray 
in Kingswinford, said before the event: “I’m 
very excited to be receiving the medal. When 
I first started out I never thought I would be 
involved in it for so long.” 


Prison for 
drug addict 
with string 
of crimes 

A ‘CHRONIC’ heroin addict 
whose drug use turned him 
into a prolific offender has 
been jailed for three years. 

James Gregory,of High 
Street, Lye, had 20 previous 
convictions involving 63 
offences before his latest 
crime spree, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court heard. 

On April 12 he did not 
attend meetings with proba¬ 
tion staff and broke the 
terms of a two year sus¬ 
pended jail sentence 
imposed for beating up a 
love rival in June 2012. 

Then the 30-year-old 
exchanged £500 of stolen 
tools for £45 at Cash Con¬ 
verters, Stourbridge, on 
August 2. 

Shortly afterwards staff 
were alerted to be on the 
look out for the property and 
informed police who re¬ 
vealed the tools had been 
taken from a flat in High 
Street, Lye, Miss Blondelle 
Thompson, prosecuting, 
said. 

Next he left a tell-tale spot 
of blood after cutting 
himself while breaking into 
a caravan on a business park 
in Lye, the court was told. 
DNA checks confirmed it 
was his blood. When he was 
arrested on October 17 he 
was in possession of nine 
wraps of heroin and also 
admitted having previously 
had crack and methadone. 

Mr Simon Hanns, defend¬ 
ing, said: “He has been a 
chronic heroin addict for a 
long time.” 

Gregory admitted han¬ 
dling stolen property, 
breaching a court order, pos¬ 
sessing drugs and burglary.

MEMBERS of a Dudley action 
group are prepared to dig in to 
demand land on a former school 
and college site should be made 
into allotments. 

Dudley Council says it would cost about 
£125,000 to make part of the site safe follow¬ 
ing the collapse of the cellars of an old house 
that used to stand on the Longlands site, off 
Brook Street, Stourbridge. 

It says there are also legal issues about 
creating allotments there. 

Longlands Action Group spokesman John 
Milner, a professional magician who lives in 
Brook Street, said: “People in this area are 
crying out for allotments. 

“So we are continuing to campaign for at 
least some of the land behind the Longlands 
campus to be used for allotments. 

“It has been suggested that land there 
could become community gardens - but we 
wouldn’t be happy with that because it 
would attract people going behind houses.” 

The former Longlands School later 
became part of Stourbridge College, with 
some of the land used as a football pitch. 

The college transferred its creative arts 
department to a new £12 million complex in 
Brierley Hill two years ago and the Long¬ 
lands buildings have been empty since. 

The council still owns a football pitch next 
to the former campus and the rest of the 
land belongs to Greenfield Primary School. 

Dudley Councillor Gaye Partridge, said: 
“If the land was to be used for allotments 
there are a number of technical legal and 
statutory issues that need to be resolved.” 

Car set on fire in road

road in Dudley. A crew from Cradley Heath 
was called to Edinburgh Road, Netherton 
last week after a resident reported seeing 
the white Audi A3.

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Pete wants college site 
to engineer the future

MUSIC mogul Pete Water¬ 
man - who engineered some 
of the biggest hits of the 
1980s - is now singing the 
praises of an £8 million 
college centre to train the 
factory workforce of the 
future. 

The 66-year-old, who as part of the 
Stock Aitken Waterman trio that pro¬ 
duced 22 number ones, dug the cere¬ 
monial first turf for Dudley Advance 
last week. He said the centre, which 


will provide 400 Dudley College stu¬ 
dents with hi-tech engineering skills 
and training, would help the Black 
Country to be part of a ‘second indus¬ 
trial revolution’. 

Mr Waterman, a train fanatic who 
has run a number of heritage railway 
maintenance companies, is now on a 
Department of Transport taskforce set 
up to make the most of the economic 
benefits of the controversial High 
Speed Two -HS2- rail project. 

As he launched the start of the devel¬ 
opment of Dudley Advance he said HS2 
would employ 20,000 people and Black 


Country firms would be part of the 
supply chain for the components 
needed. 

But the workforce needed to be 
trained and the college’s centre, due to 
open in September 2014, would help to 
do that. 

“The Black Country benefited from 
the first industrial revolution - and it 
must be part of the second,” he said. 

“This is our chance to take engineer¬ 
ing back and stamp our own identity on 
it.”

Under the changes, the 22 
bus service, which links with 
Oldbury, Great Bridge, 
Tipton and Wolverhampton, 
will now cut through Wood¬ 
setton, going via Vicarage 
Road West, Sedgley Road, 
Chad Road and Park Road.

DUDLEY Zoo’s souvenir shop is on 
the move due to restoration work on 
some of attraction’s Tecton build¬ 
ings. 

Due to repair work going on at the 
large shop area at the entrance of 
the zoo, staff have moved the Safari 
Shop’s contents and sign next to the 
vintage chairlift. 

The work is part of a wider 
£ 1.15m lottery-funded programme 
which will see the shop, the wave 
entrance, bear ravine and kiosk 1, 
all restored. 

The project included repairing 
and reopening the chairlift. 

The zoo has the world’s largest 
single collection of Tecton buildings 
and in 2009 all 12 structures 
received World Monuments Fund 
status, alongside Machu Picchu and 
the Taj Mahal. The zoo’s visitor 


services manager, Adrian Pace, said: 
“The shop move is only temporary 
while the renovation work is com- 
leted and we are hoping to move 
ack by Easter 2014. 

“We hope customers will bear 
with us during this time, but despite 
the smaller space inside the provi¬ 
sional shop, we still have plenty of 
things for sale.” 

As part of the Tecton restoration 
project, the zoo is running an 
apprentice-training scheme with 
Dudley College. 

Construction and building stu¬ 
dents are working on repairing the 
concrete using conservation 
methods. 

The restoration project is being 
boosted by the zoo, which will invest 
£600,000 on a retail complex. 


A FLOURISHING Dudley truck 
accessories supplier is hoping to 
pick up some new staff as it 
enjoys soaring sales. 

Increasing demand from housebuilders 
and motorway maintenance firms have been 
credited with boosting the coffers of Auto 
Styling Truckman, Narrowboat Way, Brier- 
ley Hill.

Duo show award-winning prowess 


Greg Russell and Ciaran Algar, 
Newhampton Folk Club, Wolver¬ 
hampton 

IF you are going to make an impression 
with your opening number then one 
way is to knock the socks off your audi¬ 
ence. This is the option award-winning 
duo Greg Russell and Ciaran Algar 
took. 

Right from the off you could see why 
they were this year’s winners of the 
Radio2 Young Folk Musicians award. 

The Clumsy Lover Set was ham¬ 
mered out by Algar on the fiddle and 
Russell on the guitar and straight away 
with Algar it was like watching a young 


Seth Lakeman, the skill, fluency and 
power with which he wields his instru¬ 
ment is astounding. 

Hills of the West gave Russell his 
first chance to show off his singing 
skills. He doesn’t have the strongest of 
voices and his range seems somewhat 
limited but he uses his ability well. 

Russell changed to the bouzouki for 
Roses Three, a traditional storytelling 
song translated from the Swedish. He 
then pulled out one of his own cre¬ 
ations, a another good storytelling 
song inspired from his history studies, 
in particular the Tudors. The Queen’s 
Lover, the title track of their debut 


album, was a clever and modern offer¬ 
ing with a distinctly traditional sound. 

They opened the second half with 
Two Magicians using the guitar and 
bouzouki. Russell’s voice was lost a bit 
but it was a lovely song. 

For two such young lads they show a 
great deal of maturity when dealing 
with “hecklers” and are very engaging 
characters who enjoy the banter. 

Russell pulled out a squeeze box for 
the smooth You Are the Call which was 
just a joy to listen to. And, after an 
encore of The New Railroad they went 
out as they had come in - with a serious 
bang.

Sharp lyrics 
coupled with 
Scottish wit 

Dick Gaughan, MAC, Birmingham 

IF you don’t like folk music unadorned with 
lyrics shooting from the hip and peppered 
with political comment and barbs, then Dick 
Gaughan is best avoided. 

With his natural Scottish wit and insight¬ 
ful musings on the world around him 
Gaughan, alone on a bare stage with just a 
single guitar, kept his audience enthralled. 

Gaughan does almost as much talking as 
he does playing but his friendly Scots accent, 
informal chatting and almost constant 
strumming as he talks is both engaging and 
thought-provoking. He is a fine, precise 
guitar player and, with his sharp lyrics, 
Gaughan sings with passion. 

During the set there were few political 
figures or movements which didn’t come 
under Gaughan’s scrutiny. Tony Blair, 
George Osborne, Scottish independence, 
Labour and Tories were all fair game. 

Gaughan is never cynical in the sense he 
still believes things can change if people are 
willing to stand up and be counted. He told 
his audience at the Midlands Art Centre 
that he wrote one particular song 25 years

ago and it’s just as relevant now as it was 
then which he claims either makes him a 
prophet or that things haven’t changed as 
quickly as he would have liked. 

There were also liberal amounts of Scot¬ 
tish history thrown in. 

One such was The Yew Tree, written by 
Brian McNeill and inspired by a conversa¬ 
tion with a 1,000 year old yew tree, though 
you have to hear the full story to make sense 
of it.

The tale of two astronauts 
stranded after their shuttle is 
wrecked by debris will leave many 
short of breath. Sandra’s 


powerhouse performance has 
already suggested an Oscar- 
nomination, while director Alfonso 
Cuaron could be up for Best 
Director. 

Do Claudia and Danny discuss 
the films like Gravity before the 
show? “Sometimes. There are some 
films where I have to speak to him 
immediately; I can’t wait. I phone him 
up and say: ‘Did you see...?’ But we 
try and not speak too much about it. 
We try not to argue, but if we do it’s 
good fun to watch.” 

The Film 2013 team wisely keep 
their movies of the year list under 
wraps until December, so with that 
in mind, what’s been Claudia’s 
favourite film of the past 12 months? 
“Lincoln is the one that I have 
re-watched. I thought, ‘Have I gone 
mad?; because I loved it so much, 
and it only gets better with more 
viewings. I absolutely loved it.” 

Is there a film that’s changed her 
life? “Oh, they’ve all changed my 
life,” she explains. “I’ve got a soft 
spot for ET. For me films are 
emotions and about the first time 
you saw it.” 


Danny admits he also has a 
fondness for Steven Spielberg’s 
moving tale of a stranded alien. 

‘As a child the big ones were things 
like Time Bandits and ET,” he 
explains. “I started falling in love 
with the cinema at that point. 

Maybe when I was a little bit older 
than that I started watching older 
films. 

I remember stumbling across 
Citizen Kane as a kid which was on 
TV at Christmas, and I was very into 
the Marx brothers as well.” 

Back to the present, and one 
of Claudia’s fondest memories 
was seeing the most lucrative film of 
the year. “Iron Man 3, don’t laugh, I 
think it was out at the beginning 
of this year, and I took my son. It 
was the first time me and him 
had gone to see a proper grown-up 
film, and when we left, he held 
my hand and he went, ‘Mummy. 

Can we go and see it again?’ 

So we just went straight back 
and watched the next viewing,” 
she smiles. “How often does your 
son think you’re cool enough to 
do that?”

LET’S talk sweeping generalisations: 
Americans like big engines in their cars and 
don’t worry too much about fit and finish. 

We Europeans, on the other hand, like our cars well 
built and economical, especially with fuel prices 
heading for outer space. 

For decades those two sets of differences were 
obvious every time the Americans tried to sell a car 
this side of the Atlantic; a few of us had the money to 
feed their cars’ thirst and some of us didn’t mind a 
build quality the wrong side of a DIY project. 

Well, things are changing. Even an American 
driver worries about the cost of a fill up and exposure 
to the better European machines has developed a 
taste for cars that make an owner proud to be seen in 
one. 

It’s hard to think of a brand more closely linked 
with the States than Jeep, the builder of tough 
machines that will go places a well trained tank 
driver might hesitate over. 

Controlled 

But even Jeep, now controlled by Fiat in Italy, is 
aiming to please European buyers with cars that 
compete with the best on performance and economy 
and don’t look shabby inside, anymore. 

The shining example of this newish way of thinking 
comes in the muscular but gently understated looks 
of the latest Jeep Grand Cherokee, with refreshed 
looks at the front and deeper changes inside and 
under the skin. 

Most important are the Fiat inspired changes to 
the big diesel engine that powers almost every Euro¬ 
bound Grand Cherokee; a vastly powerful petrol V8 
is available but will be bought by almost nobody here. 

It’s now more economical and, bolted to a new eight 
speed automatic transmission, gives this big, heavy 
car a spritely turn of speed and the possibility of 
decent economy with sensible use of the right foot. 

It’s up there with the likes of Land Rover’s Discov¬ 
ery on both performance and consumption and feels 
genuinely swift when the super-smooth gearbox is 
prodded into changing down. 

Even more surprising, with memories of wobbly 
riding Jeeps of old, was an air sprung suspension 
system that coped beautifully with a host of road sur¬ 
faces, only going temporarily to pieces on a stretch 
ribbed by submerged tree roots. 

Banishing 

Inside, the changes are aimed at banishing the 
built down to a price feel of too many American cars. 
It’s a partial success, with smart leather on the seats 
and a new and delightfully legible instrument panel, 
quite the equal of anything from, say, Mercedes. 

Only some oddly open grained wood trim in black 
let the side down, even if a step up from the horrid 
and obviously plastic ‘wood’ we used to see in upmar¬ 
ket American autos. 

Where there’s no denying the Grand Cherokee’s 
strength is in what you get for your money. The range 
starts at £36,995 for the Laredo version, the only one 
with a depowered version of the diesel engine fitted 
across the range. 

You guess it’s there to make the entry price look 
enticing but I suspect more buyers will go for the 
£49,495 Summit that tops the diesel range and comes 
dripping with kit. 

Highlights include a high tech four-wheel drive 
system, Harmon Kardon hi-fi that would fill the 
Royal Albert Hall, electric seats, intelligent cruise 
control that keeps you a safe distance from the car in 
front and a sat nav displayed on a big screen that’s a 
model of clarity. 

It adds up to comfortably the most European 
feeling off-roader from Jeep and is worthy of short¬ 
listing against its obvious rival from Solihull.
